On the 21 of December following, one Miles Praxce, a Gold Smith in 


Primces-Strrie!, and them a Roman Carholick, was upon the ſuſpicions of one 
of hisLodgers or Neighbours,ſuggeſting that he had layn out of hisHouſe 
about that time of Godfreys Murther, ( though in truth the ſame was a 

fortnight before) taken up by a Warrant, and waiting in the Abby by 
the Parliament-Houſe, in order ' to be Examined, Bedloe coming by, and, 
nor knowing that he was already in Cuſtody, deſired that he might be 
ſecured, and charged him poſitively to be concerned in that Murther, re- 
membring his face again, as being one gu when the dead Body was 
ſhewn to him the ſaid Bed/oe as atorefaic. 

And the next day, end the dayes following, Prance diſcovered the Cir- 
cumſtances of the Murther from his own &kzowleage, charging Girald and 
Kelly (two Popiſh Prieſts) and Grees, Berxy and 0, to have been aQtu- 
ally concerned therein, which three laſt were found, but the two Prieſts 
and one YVerxat ( who was charged as Privy to the Murther ) made their 
eſcapes, and to this day ſtand O»/awed for that Murther and Felony. 

Both Bealoe and Prance were divers times Examified before his Sacred 
Majeſty, and the Council, before Committees of Lords and Commons, 
and at the Bar of either Hovſe of Parliament ; and all appeared fo well ſa- 
risficd in the Coherence and truth of their Evidence, that the Five Hun- 
dred Pound Reward promiſed to the firſt Piorotie weongcortiggy paid 
£0: Bedlo?, ahd alſo both their Pardons were granted, and it was thought 
fit to briag the ſaid Green, Berry and 1! to their Tryal, -where at the 

. Kings Bench Bar the roth of Febraary 1675 after a full and fair bearing, 
upon the Evidence of the faid Bed/oe and Prazce, and upon the Oaths of 
ſeveral other VVitneſſes, corroBorating the fame' in divers material 
points, and upon hearing,what could be objeted about. Pr ances | 
ed Retrattion, and what elſe could be alledged either againſt the Evidence 
or for the Priſoners; They were all three found guilty by a Jury of 
Knights and Gent!emen of good Quality. |

We know what Odjum all the Catholick Clergy hies wnder, by rea- 
ſon of the Calumnies, with which our Tenents in Religion, and Our De- 
pendance upon the Popes Authority, are aſperfed ; And -we bumbly beg 
Your Majeſties Pardon to indicate both, by the Enſung Proteſtation, 
Which we make in the Sight of Heaven, and in the Preſence of Your Ma- 

- jeſt, \ſincerely and truely, without Equivocation, or mental Reſervation. 
WE DO ACKNOWLEDGE 9d confer Your Maje- 
fty to be our true aud lawful King, Supream Lord, and Rightful Sove- 
raign of this Realm of Ireland, and of all other Your Majefties Domini-

or Succeſſors, or by any Authority, Spiritual or Temporal, Proceeding or 
derived from Hm, or his See, againſt Your Majeity or Royal Authority ;

and to 1eſiſt with Our beſt Endeavours, all Confſpiracies 'and Attempts 
againſt Your Majeſty, be they framed, or ſent under what Pretence, or pa 
tronized by what Forreign Power or Authority ſoever : And further We 
profeſs, that all abſolute Princes, and Supream Governours, of what Re- 
ligion ſoever they be, are Gods Lieutenants &2 Earth, and that Obe- 
dience is due to them according to the-Laws of each Common-Wealth, 
reſpeRively in all Civil and Temporal Aﬀairs: Aud therefore, We 
do here Proteſt againſt all Dofrines to the contrary: And We do hold it 
Impious, and againſt the Word of God, to maintain that any private 
Subje&t may Kill. or murther the Anointed of God his Prince, though of 
different Belief and Religion from Flis : And We abhor and deteſt the 
Praftice thereof, as damnable and wicked. |
